So we are to have a 
taste of the recall, the initiative and the referen- 
dum, practically all at once. The recall for break- 
fast, the initiative for Juncheon and the referendum 
tor dinner. Our “recall Mayor” had hardly taken 
his seat when certain liquor interests sprang their 
petition to initiate legislation for widening the zone 
of the bucket brigade and giving additional privi- 
leges to saloons, each of the two propositions being 
bad and unworthy of favorable consideration by a 
City Council, which certainly would turn them down 
but for this dangérous and mandatory device con- 
nected with the city charter. And now, with the 
rum-shop initiative about to be filed and acted upon, 
comes the newspaper exploitation of the referendum 
against the new telephone rates. It is desired by 
these agitators to block the ordinance recently en- 
acted by the Council, permitting the Home Tele- 
phone Company to raise its tolls. The law places 
the regulation of rates charged by public-utility 
companies in the hands of the City Council, but 
these newspaper referendumites are not willing to 
suffer it to remain there. They must make a 
splurge. They must stir things up. “Give us, this 
day, O Lord, our daily sensation.” Give us a chance 
to roar about the iniquitous corporations and the 
“tribute” they exact from the “dear peepul.” And 
here isa contrivance ready for use, to furnish an 
answer to this prayer. 

How fine it would be if Los Angeles could have 
a recall election, an initiative election and a refer-) 
endum election, all pulled off within sixty days at 
an expense of $10,000 per election! It may work 
out in practice that the liquor dealers shall get 
what they demand—for the Council must grant 
their petition, or order a special election on the 
questions involved, or xive the liquor men what they 
want till the matters can be voted upon in the reg- 
ular December election. As to the telephone rates, 
the referendum petition will head off the new rates 
till they can be submitted at the polls. Not repre- 
sentative government, as established by the found- 
ers of this republic, but mob democracy, direct ac- 
tion on everything by the plebiscite—this is the 
purpose and effect of the recall-initiative-referen- 
dum scheme which Los Angeles swallowed. How 
long will t be, do you imagine, ere Los 
gets sick of it, at this rate? .

AWYERS, THE COURTS AND TECH- 
NICALITIES. 

On Thursday evening, April 15, at a banquet 

iven ‘the Bar Association of Los Angeles, 

on. F. M. Angelotti, Associate Justice of the Cal- 
ifornia Supreme Court, delivered a discourse on 
“Technicalities, With Reference to Their Effect in 
the Administration of the Criminal Law in the 
Appellate Courts.” We are glad that this distin- 
guished justice spoke upon this important subject 
as he did. There is no court;in America above 
criticism, because there is no individual judge 
who is infallible. But at the same time it is al- 
ways important that the courts of any country be 
treated with punctilious respect, that criticisms 
aimed against courts be properly restrained in their 
tone, and that the error of any particular judge 
should not be seized upon as justification for a gen- 
eral attack upon the courts. They are the final in- 
terpreters of the law. Those against whom law- 
suits go are always more or less embittered in 
spirit. The proverb formulated from experience so 
long ago is still applicable to our daily life. “No 
man cer felt the halter draw with just opinion of 
the law.” Just at the present time, and possibly 
in California as much as anywhere else, a dispo- 
sition to visit the courts with unfavorable comment 
and bitter criticism is more rife than possibly at 
any other period in our history. Here in Los An-, 
geles, a community of very high intelligence and 
of even higher moral impulses and instincts, this 
unfortunate animosity against the courts has been 
spreading because fostered and encouraged by cer- 
tain evil influences, malign of purpose and with 
ulterior aims in view that are not patriotic, but 
grossly selfish. 4 

These criticisms take the particular form of find- 
ing fault with decisions of the court which are 
based upon lega! technicalities. It is confessedly 
somewhat obscure to the average layman why de- 
cisions should depend so much upon these legal 
technicalities; but this is a difficulty which could 
only exist in the minds of those incapable of pro- 
found thought, or negligent in pursuing the sub- 
ject to any of its verv deep roots. The courts un- 
derstand this matter, and it will, we hope, do much 
good to give the public views so well expressed by 
Justice Angelotti on the oceasion referred to. In 
order that he may speak with his oWn clear and 
convincing terms, we will pursue the discussion no 
farther excepting by direct quotations from this 
able speech. We quote as follows:

and absurd reasons, articles are published in cer- 
tain periodicals purportin 
a few of the decisions, which, if correctly peport- 
in, are extreme and abnormal cases as rep- 
resentative of the course of decisions in the United 
States. Nothing could be more unfair. As a mat- 
ter of fact, some of the decisions so are 
materially misrepresented in such articles. 

“So far as the course of decisions in such mat- 
ters in California is concerned, we have testimony 
that cannot be doubted. Prof. McMurray, an at- 
torney of recognized standing, made a careful and 
impartial investigation relative to the administra- 
tion of the criminal law in this State. during the 
past few years. Having shown by figures that the 
proportion of persons convicted to persons charged 
with offenses in California compares very favora- 
bly with results in England (acknowle to have 
a most efficient working system,) he discusses the 
decisions of the Supreme Court and 12 
Courts in criminal cases. In 168 appeals de- 
fendants therein considered—a very small number 
of appeals in proportion to the dumber of convic- 
tions-—the j t or order was reversed in only 
46. Eleven of these were because the evidence was 
insufficient as matter of law to show that the de- 
ferdant was guilty, 3 because the indictment did 
not state a crime, 8 because important evidence was 
improperly admitted or excluded, 10 because of 
errors in 8 such as misconduct of the jury 
and the like, and 14 because of errors of the trial 
ecurt in 3 the jury. Of the 35 appeals 
in homicide cases during the two-year period ended 
in 1908 the judgment was reversed in only 5. In 
nearly all cases reversed it seems that the error 
may well very have been extremely prejudicial to 
the defendant. 

“Can any rational man who believes in the main- 
tenance of law object to a reversal under such 
circumstances or approve the action of an appel- 
late court refusing to set aside a conviction so ob- 
tained, even al h he be satisfied in his own 
mind of the guilt of the defendant? It would seem 
that there could be no difference of opinion among 
irtelligent people as to this; and it is only an il- 
lustration of the extent to which our feelings and 

ssicns will carry us that there is any such dif- 
erence, as well as an illustration of the absolute 
necessity of having fixed rules and methods pre- 
scribed for the determinafion of the ion of the 
guilt or innocence of one charged with crime. It 
a rs to be forgotten by those who would have 

courts overlook the law, especially when the 
case is one where great public feeling has been 
aroused aa the defendant, that ours is a gov- 
ernment of law, that the laws relating to crime, in 
common with all other written laws, are enacted 
either directly or through their representatives by 
the people themselves, and that to laws so enacted 
every person is subject, none more so than the 
judges, who are sworn to maintain and enforce them. 
As has been said by a distinguished jurist: The 
State, though sovereign, cannot act upon a citizen 
in a different manner from that ‘which the laws 
have ordained. It cannot inflict punishment with- 


out first the prisoner according to law. 
There is no r Courts have none. 
Courts are bound by law no less than the pris- 


oner at the bar.’ g 

“Any one who countenances a willful disrega 
of these laws by j selected and sworn to 
maintain them in their integrity, however much he 
may feel that he is promoting the cause of justice 
in the particular case, is countenancing an offense 
against society most serious and far-reaching in its 
consequences. There is no more pernicious doctrine 
in this connection than the one so often heard that 
the end justifies the means. If a court may disre- 
gard such a law for what it believes to be a good 
end in one case, it * 3 with equal facility in an- 
other case disregard it for a bad end, and we would 
soon have the laws enacted by the people for the 
protection of persons charged with crime, as well 
as all other laws, depending entirely for their en- 
forcement vpon the arbitrary discretion of the in- 
dividual judge. The only in

William Heath Davis, a 
prominent pioneer, died last night in 
Hayward. He was 87 years old, and 
had lived .in California seventy-one 
years, most of which time he was a 
resident of San Francisco. He was 
there when the place was a suburb of 
Mission Dolores. He built the first 
brick buliding in San Franelsco. He 
aid ‘out the city of San Diego and 
built the first house in what was then 
called “the New Town.” 

He married Maria J. Estuditio, sec- 
ond daughter of Jose Joaquin Estu- 
Mino, to whom the Spanish govern- 
ment granted two leagues of land in 
what is now Alameda county. 

It was Davis who carried the first 
supplies to Capt. Sutter, when he es- 
tablished his colony on the Sacra- 
mento River, and he it was who fur- 
Mis head supplies to Fremont when the 
“Pathfinder’ made his conquest of 
California in 1846. He was one of the 
founders of the Society of California 
Pioneers, and a member of the two 
Vigilance Committges of San Francis-
